E. G. Hansell M.P. Points 
Out No Appropriation Included 
In 1947 Estimates 


Large Building 
Program For-Vulcan 


The matter of a drill hall for 
Vulcan was brought up last week 
on the floor of the House of Com¬ 
mons by E. G. Hansell, M.P. In a 
speech on that occasion he re¬ 
viewed the application made for 
the drill hall and called to the at¬ 
tention of the House the fact that 
he had interviewed two Ministers 
of National Defence as well as 
other officials over the past two 
years respecting the matter and 
that It had been understood that 
Vulcan was to have a drill hall. 
“The people of Vulcan seemed 
quite happy about it,” said Mr. 
Hansell, “Imagine our disappoint¬ 
ment when we learned that no ap¬ 
propriation had be-en included in 
the 1947 estimates.” 

It is understood that an amount 
of $32,000. had been included in 
last years estimates but the fact 
that no contractor had submitted a 
bid, the amount reverted to the 
public treasury. No similar amount , 
had been Included In this years 
estimates. 

Mr. Hansell urged that a similar 
amount be Included in. the supli- 
mentary estimates and failing this 
the Government move the recrea¬ 
tion hall from the Vulcan Air Port 
to Vulcan as a temporary measure. 

The Minister of National De¬ 
fence gave as the reason for omit¬ 
ting this from the 1947 estimates 
as beine that the Government had 
changed its policy this year in re¬ 
gard to drill halls. Owing to the 
housing shortage they had decided 
to divert monies previously desig¬ 
nated for drill halis to the building 
of living quarters for army per¬ 
sonnel. 

Mr. Hansell showed In his speech 
the commendable war record of 
the Vulcan community in the pur¬ 
chase of war bonds, red cross work 
and salvage. He also pointed to 
the war memorial which has in¬ 
scribed on it the names of thirty 
three young men who had given 
their iives during the war. “In, 
spite of this war record,” said Mr. 
Hansell. ‘‘To mv knowledge 'the 
community of Vulcan has never 
asked the Feder al Gover nment for 
a nickle for public buildings. The' 
community has always been on the 
contributing end of the nation’s 
business. We are proud of that 
and I don’t want tc leave the im¬ 
pression that we are now asking 
for any favours. The community 
is merely asking that we might 
assist in our national defence pro¬ 
gram and that it he permitted to 
give that assistance under the 
most adequate conditions. 

Hon. Brooke Claxton the Min¬ 
ister of National Defence in reply 
”1 can assure the Hon. mem¬ 
ber for Macleod that the matter is 
receiving the most active eonsid- 1 
eration. We have; not yet reached 
the point where we can carry out 
alternative he mentioned. 
Wherever it Is possible we will do 
‘ * . and when later on circum¬ 
stances permit I hope we shall he 
able to proceed with a long term 
programme of construction.” 

Col. Merritt M.P. well known V. 
C. of the last war followed Mr. 
Hansell’s speech and supported 
him in his request.

proved competence. It is to be hoped that this fea¬ 
ture will be stressed in future. . There mu6t be a 
good basic salary to induce young people to take up 
the profession. But there must also be increasing 
compensation to keep them loyally and vigorously 
within the profession throughout a lifetime. 

In respect to nursing there have been similar in¬ 
creases in salary in recent years, but perhaps the 
most notable advance has been barii^ment of the 
slavish 12 hour shifts, and establishment of eight 
hour days. In other respects the arduous duties of 
nurses have been generally lightened through the 
years, so that girls of good physical stamina, and a 
liking'foV. the calling can enter training with assur¬ 
ance of a well paid future.'- 

If young people are not interested in entering 
th<se occupations toda^, it Is not because tthere is no 
money inducement. Some other reason must be 
sought. They may be attracted to other employ¬ 
ment for expression of some specific outstanding 
talent. They may be looking for less responsible 
types of work. The young men may see promise of 
better returns in trades or in business than in teach¬ 
ing. . ** 

But it is well to remember that these two profes¬ 
sions are basic.

/^REAT progress has been made during the past 
^ decade in bringing the teaching profession and 
nursing to a higher level of financial reward. 
With the prevailing scale of pay, it can no longer be

attractive to ambitious young people. There has 
been long and strenuous struggle to win the finan¬ 
cial recognition that prevails today, ft is to be hoped 
that the young people who are reaping the benefit of 
these early struggles will appreciate what has been 
done in their interest. It is to be hoped that they give 
as good service as have their underpaid over-worked 
predecessors. 

Unless cost-of-living increases substantially over 
present figures, a basic wage for Teachers of $1300 
seems quite adequate. After all the first two or three 
years of teaching are a proving period, a period of 
apprenticeship to test the embryo teacher’s fitness 
for the calling. Much more important even than fair 
basic salary is the recognition which is being given 
generally to proved ability. There is added remun-

poliomyelities this year. The last 
big epidemic was in 19^7. 

The most vulnerable age group 
is from 4 to 9 years, though adults 
are by no m«ans immune. There 
lave been a few cases to date a.

Infantile paralysis is spread by 
people who carry the germ al¬ 
though they may not themselves 
suffer from the disease. It may be 
transmit^! by infected persons 
through sneezing, coughing or talk 
irg. The germ can also be caught 
by eating or dunking from utensils 
which have been handled by infect¬ 
ed persons.

The 
allowance of cooking fats is so 
meagre that Crirco or some form’ 
of cooking fat is greatly valued. 
I udding powders, tea, cocoa, sug¬ 
ar in any form are amongst most 
desirables; and of course any form 
cf soap - so long as it is shipped 
separately from eatables. 

A recent letter which she receiv¬ 
ed in abknowladgment of a church 
parcel refers most gratefully to 
tinned fruit. The writer says “I 
do believe-the cans of fruit are ap¬ 
preciated the most. They are such 
a luxury here, so scarce, and re¬ 
quiring so maiy points, that most 
of us have our points used up long 
before we can aspire to canned 
fruit. Cocoa and coffee are plen¬ 
tiful and unrationed. The tin of 
honey was also most welcome and 
we divided it up in small jars, a 
little each for many families.” 

The cost of sending foods across 
with regularity is quite an item, 
so it becomes very important that 
there be no loss of £oods. Careful 
packing is essential, and it would 
be well to keep in mind the risk oi 
mixing tin cans with less substan¬ 
tially wrapped articles.
